BELIEVE that there have 

been occasions when the 
charge of manslaughter has been 
preferred against local drivers, 
which makes one wonder all the 
more whether there is any 
uniformity about charges or 
pennlities for certain specified 
offences. At times heavy fines 
have been inflicted when -a 
motorist has come to grief in 
the early hours of the morning, + 
far heavier than in some cases 
where wilful disregard of Regu- 
lations has resulted in death. 
Surely it is not to be presumed 
that our local law is a respecter 
of persons, insofar as_ traffic 
offences are concerned. 

At times I have sympathised 
with local doctors who have been 
charged and heavily fined for ex- 
eceding the speed limit in a con- 
trolled area;~ or ‘for ‘driving ~ 
dangerously.. The logical de- 
fence that minutes lost on the 


journey, might have meant the 
tremendous difference between 
life and death to a sick person, 
has sounded thoroughly justified. 

On thinking over the matter, 
however, I have come to the con- 
clusion that in the absence of 
any: particular form of identi- 
fication or signal (which I think 
all doctors should be permitted 
to use) a doctor is just an ordi- 
nary motorist, and must there- 
fore obey the laws of the road. 
It would be poor consolation to 
me if my child wero killed just 
because a doctor was speeding 
to save the life of » another's

Solemn Consecration 
Marks Occasion 


The Catholic community of Hong- 
kong yesterday celebrated the Feast 
of the Immaculate Conception and the 
Golden Jubliice of the Cnine Road 
Cathedral which was Jnougurated on 
December 8, 1898. 


As om act of thanksgiving, — the 
Cathedral was solemnly consecrated 
by H. E. Mer. Valtorta, Vicar 
Apostolic of Hongkong, assisted by 
the H, E, Mer. Da Costa Nunes, 
Bishop of Macao, and H. E. . Mer, 
Deswazteres, Tilular , Bishop of 
Maximiann, The ceremonies con- 
nected with the consecration com- 
menced at 6.15 a.m, and In spite of 
the carly hour a congregation from 
all districts of the Colony attended. 

At the end of the Consecration, 
Pontificul High Mass was_celebrated. 

Commencing the Consecration 
services, Blshop Vattorta, escorted by 
the Clergy and the Faithful, walked 
three times round the externa] walls 
of the Cathedral, praying, and 
sprinkling them with holy water. The 
Bishop, then approached the door 
of the Cathedral, which was locied, 
and knocked on it, at the same time 
saying the words of o Psalm. The 
door was opened and ‘the Bishop, es- 
corted by a few of the Clergy, cn- 
tered. ‘ 

The Interior of the Cathedral was 
Mghted by 12 candles placed along 
its deserted nave and aisles, and os 
the choir sang the antiphon “Peaco 


Martyrs inside the altar, Following 


pruyers, the Bishop performed three 
lustrations of the inner walls and 
floor of the altar and finally poured 
out, on the floor, the holy water in 
the form of a cross. At the com- 
pletion of this lustratlon, a solemn 
prayer of thanksglving was sald, and 
this concluded what may be called 
the “baptism” of the Cathedral. 


Accompanicd by the Clergy, the 
Bishop then: went to a chapel close 
to the Cathedral where the relics 
that were'to be entombed in the altar 
were solemnly exposed, The rilice 
were carried back to the Cathedral 
in processicn followed by the Falth- 
ful, who were now allowed to enter 
the Cuthedral, The Holy Relics 
were then momentarily placed on o 
decorated fable, and after the Bishop 
had anoinled o iUttlo cavity in the 
middle of the allar stone, the relics 
were placed there and scoled in with 
cement. 


Going on to tht next part of the 
ceremony, the Blshop poured holy 
oils oll over the altar. stone in the 
form of a cross, and then placed in- 
eense at the altar, When this was 
over, « pricst took his place at the 
altar, and swinging the thurible went 
uncensingly round the altar through- 
out the remainder of the ceremony.

The soft, delicate 
little Ieaves make an ideal filling for 
flowers which have not much foliage 
of thelr own, Or Allan tnteresting 
wicker basket with o suitable pot to 
hold water, and arrange in {t some 
carrot tops. Then hang the basket 
up from some convenient hook, and 
it will look cool and summery. 


Do you ever fll your vases with 
mixed follage as a change from 
flowers? A charming decoration cun 
be made with Jarge begonia leaves, 
maidenhair fern, and a few shorn 
stems of pympas grass, For this 
arrangement choose a glass vase 
with a narrow base and widened lip.

[HE APPEAL by ‘the Mayors 

of 119 cities to the govern- 
ments of the world to protest 
against the bombardment of 
open towns, especially in China, 
indicates once more the horror 
felt throughout the world at the 
repeated massacres of civilians 
by bombing planes. It is still 
going on, every day, in China 
and inSpain, but is reported 
only occasionally now because 
the public sense of horror has 
become so blunted that it no 
longer wants to read about any 
but ‘major holocausts. Con- 
stant repetition of this mass 
murder from the skies is apt to 
lessen the chances of concerted 
protest. . 

It is a somewhat horrifying 
thought that the public and the 
governments of the world have 
become so.used to incessant air 
raids upon defenceless civilians 
that the only possibility of even 
a protest is when “ neutrals” are 
included among the victims. 
Whether or not “neutral” lives 
are lost, it is surely to the in- 
terest of all civilised nations to 
bring the atrocity of indis- 
eriminate aerial bombardment 
to an end. It is scarcely less to 
the interest of the combatants 
making the raids, who merely 
cement the solidarity of their 
opponents.

PERHAPS the two most im- 
portant services which Mr. 
Murrow rendered to the Colony 
were the daring cxpose in the 
columns of the Daily Press of 
the greatest blights of the time 
—the Macao coolie slave trade 
and the piracy which flourished 
under alleged official connivance 
in the Colony itself. 

His retirement from the 
Colony in the ’sixties was 
marked by the presentation of 
many public addresses and other 
evidences of the high esteem in 
which he was held. The Parsee 
Community, among others, pre- 
sented him with a magnificent 
set of silver plate suitably 
inscribed as a mark of. their ap- 
preciation of his long and 
eminent public service. 
~ ‘The news of his passing at his 
residerice, Alphington House, 
Five Oaks, Jersey, on March 12, 
1884 was received with much 
regret in the Colony where he 
had devoted so many years of 
his life to useful service to tho 

ublic, Hongkong, in short, had 
lost a ‘man who had made ono 
of the most interesting chapters 
in its colourful history, |: 


I BELIEVE that> there have 
been occasions when tho 
charge of manslaughter has been 
preferred against local drivers, 
which makes one wonder. all the 
more whether there is any 
uniformity about charges or.

The logical de- 
fence that minutes lost on the 


journey, might have meant the 
tremendous difference between 
Jife and death to a sick person, 
has sounded thoroughly justified. 

On thinking over the matter, 
however, I have come to the con- 
clusion that in the absence of 
any ‘particular form of identi- 
fication or signal (which I think 
all doctors should be permitted 
to use) a doctor is just an ordi- 
nary motorist, and must there- 
fore obey the laws of. the road. 
It would be poor consolation to 
me if my child were killed just 
because a doctor was spocding 
to save the life of anothor’s

Cathedral 
Jubilee 


Solemn Consecration 
Marks Occasion 


The Catholic community of Hong- 
kong yesterday celebrated the Feast 
of the Immaculate Conception and the 
Golden Jubilee of the Caine Rond 
Cathedral which was Jnaugurated on 
December 8, 1888. 


As an act of thanksgiving, the 
Cathedral was solemnly consecrated 
by H. E. Mar. Valtortu, Vicar 
Apostolic of Hongkong, assisted by 
the H. E. Mer. Da Costa ‘Nunes, 
Bishop of Macao, und H. E. Mer. 
Deswazieres, Titular Bishop of 
Maximiana, The ccremonics con- 
nected with the consecration com- 
menced at 6.15 a.m. and in spite of 
the early hour a congregation from 
all districts of the Colony attended. 

At the end of the Consecration, 
Pontifical High Mass was celebrated. 

Commencing _the  Consccration 
rnervices, Bishop Valtorta, escorted by 
the Clergy and the Falthful, walked 
three times round the external walls 
of the Cathedral, praying, and 
sprinkling them with holy water, The 
Bishop, then appronched the door 
of the Cathedral, which was locked, 
and knocked on It, at the same time 
saying the words of a Psalm, The 
door was opened and the Bishop, es- 
corted by a few of the Clergy, en- 
tered, : 

The interlor of the Cathedral was 
Nahted by 12 candles placed along 
its deserted nave and alsles, and os 
the cholr sang the antiphon “Peace 
be with this House,” the Bishop and 
Clergy proceeded to the altar, where 
they prostrated themselves and re~ 
clted the Litanies. Following the re- 
locking of the door of the Cathedral 
the Blshop traced out the Greck an

pletion of this lustraton, a solemn 
prayer of thanksgiving was paid, and 
thls concluded what may be called 
‘the “baptism” of the Cathedral. 


Accompanied by the Clergy, the 
Bishop then went to a chapel closo 
to the Cathedral where the relics 
that were.to be entombed in the altar 
were solemnly exposed. The rolics 
were carried back to the Cathedral 
in processicn followed by the Faith-. 
ful, who were now allowed to enter 
the Cathedral. The Holy Relics 
wero then momentarily placcd on ao 
decorated table, and after the Elshop 
had anointed a little cavity In ihe 
middle of the altar stone, the relics 
were placed there and sealed in wlth 
ecment, : 4 


Going on to the next part of the 
ceremony, the Bishop pourcd holy 
oils all over the altar stone in the 
form of a cross, and then placed in- 
cense at the altar, When this was 
over, o priest took his place-at the 
altar, and swinging the thurible went 
tnceosingly round the altar through- 
out the remainder of the ceremony. 

Towards the end of the ritunls, the 
Bishop walked down the nave of the 
Cathedral ond anolnied 12 crosses 
which were placed in the walls and 
before each of which was a Ughted 
candle.

In the carly afternoon the Canton

Celery en Casserole 


Wash two or three hends of celery 
thoroughly, then cut into three-inch 
lengths. Melt 2 oz butter in ‘a cusse- 
role, and toss the celery In it for o 
few minutes. Add pepper and salt, 
and sufficient stock (or milk and 
water) to barely cover contents, 

Have three rashers of bacon, cut 
these In two, roll up, put on a skewer, 
and grill very Hghtly.

Leeks With Poached Eggs

water, to which a dessertspoon of 
vinegar nnd a teaspoon of salt hos 
been added. Cook gently till tender 
‘—30 to 40 minutes, 

Have rendy some cheese sauce, and 
two long pieces of hot toast. Drain 
the leeks thoroughly, then put three 
on to cach plece of tonst, arranged 
down the centre of a hot dish. Keep 
hot, whHe you poach the eggs quick- 
ly. Pour the cheese sattce over the 
leeks, put+the eggs round, and serve 
at once, : 

A delicious puree of leeks can be 
made by boiling some young lecks ns 
directed above, draining them well, 
and then chopping them up falrly 
conrscly, Put back Into the snus 
pan with a small plece of butter, 
scasoning . to tuste, and sprinkle 
breadcrumbs over the top.

Ordinary potnto blossom, too, is 
lovely, Arrange it carefully: In a 
glass goblet with one or two leaves 
for company, and Iet them trall over 
the rim of the glass.

And aos this plant Is so prolific it can 
be yothered without a pang. For a 
table decoration, place the scarict 
runner benn flowers in a white bow], 
and let the sprays, with thelr green 
tendrils, trait on to p piece of mirror 
glass, It would be hard to find a 
more delightful centre piece. 


Cabbages und Carrots in the Scheme 


Equally effective material ls found 
iy the brilliant yellow flowers of the 
common cabbage, when running to 
seed. These ‘shed brightness ond 
suiely wherever they are placed, 
‘Try n blg shallow bowlful standing 


on the hearth, and the whole aspect 
of the rooin will be lightened. 


Carrot tops are’ used a great deal 
in professional flower decoration. 


Why not try them with cut flowers [ 


in the house? The soft, delicate 
little leaves -make-an Ideal filing for 
flowers which have not much follage 
of thelr own, Or fill an Interesting 
“vicker basket with a suitable pot to 
hold water, and arrange in it some 
carrot tops. Then hang the basket 
up from some convenient hook, and 
It will look cool and summery. 


Do you ever Al) your vases with 
mixed follage as’ a change from 
flowers? A charming: decoration can 
be made with large begonia leaves, 
mafdenhair fern, and a few shorn 
stems of pampas gross. For this 
arranitement choose a gloss vase 
with a narrow base and widened lip, 


A Delicate Touch 


Boy's love is.a foliage which needs 
no flowers with it. It is a fascinat- 
ing green, very soft and delicate, and 
it looks well banked in a paler green 
vase with the shorter pieces in front, 
graded smoothly to the taller ones 
at the back. .

The Chinese guerilla units in the 
Walchow ond Tamshul areas are 
harassing the Japanese with great 
effect. Over 100 casualties were in- 
flicted upon the Japanese ot Tome 
shui during a night rald staged by 
the guerillas at Tamshul In col- 
Taboratlon with those from Pingwu. 

On onother occasion a large 
quantity of arms and ammunition
